Opinion ot the Supreme Court ina 
San Bernardino Case, 

San Francisco, June 4.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The opinion and judgment 
of the Supreme Court was filed today in the 
case of Anna Beal vs. D. R. Stevens et al., 
from San Bernardino county. The plaintiif 
held by assignment from J. S. {Loveland 
five notes executed by defendants, Stevens 
& Seymour, together with a mortgage on 
their property to secure payment of the 
notes. The notes were payable in wt two, 
three, four and five years, and it was con- 
ditioned in the mortgage that shonid de- 
fault be made in the payment of any one of 
the notes, all the others still unpaid might 
at the option of the mortgagee be considered 
due and payable. After the notes and 
mortgage were transferred by Loveland 
to plaintiff, an entry of cancellation was 
made on the margin of the record.
